THE LEGISLATURE DOES SOME PRUNING. 

There are signs that some of the U.F.A. mem- 
bers are by no means enamoured of the Govern- 
ment’s financial policy. On Tuesday the Farmer 
members for Vegreville, Whitford and Victoria 
joined the Liberals, Independents and Laborites 
in opposing an appropriation of $4,000 to pay the 
salary of a Commissioner of Highways. Two Gov- 
ernment supporters also voted with the Opposi- 
tion groups for a proposal to abolish game guar- 
dians and turn their duties over to the Provincial 
Police, by which $8,000 could be saved. Ona 
motion to cut down the general expenses of the 
same department by $5,000 twelve U.F.A. mem- 
bers voted for the reduction; which was carried 
against the will of the Ministers. And the mem- 
ber for Vegreville inquired pointedly what was 
the use of the Legislature wasting time going 
over the estimates in detail if the members were 
to be told in every case that the Government 
would stand for no reduction. 

These incidents in the fray are less notable for 

what they accomplished than for what they in- 


dicate. Practically they accomplished little, $5,250 
representing the aggregate amount that was 
chopped off the estimates during the sitting. But 
they show a feeling on the part of e fairly large 
section of the Government supporters that the 
spending program is more comprehensive than 
the circumstances warrant, and that it could and 
should be modified, with benefits which would 
out-weigh the loss. The feeling, it is to be sus- 
pected, is a good deal more prevalent than ap- 
pears from the speeches and votes, The Govern- 
ment has been singularly fortunate in the un- 
swerving fidelity of its supporters. They have 
stood by the Ministers through thick and thin, 
sometimes when it would have been better politics 
to do otherwise, and frequently when regard to 
the public interests would have warranted an- 
other course. No charge can be, levelled against 
the U.F.A. members on the ground of indifference 
to party solidarity. There has been no disposition 
to insurgency among them. They have ‘‘stood 
pat,’’ and ‘‘played the game,’’ with a_ tenacity 
quite equal to that commonly displayed by a par- 
liamentary contingent representing either of the 
old organizations. 

When, after a record of such stalwart allegi- 
ance, a dozen of the U.F. members vote to cut 
down an appropriation which the Government 
has expressly refused to reduce, or consent to 
have reduced, it can only be supposed that the 
member for Vegreville expressed the sentiment of 
a pretty large proportion of the Government’s 
supporters when he protested against the Minis- 
terial attitude of unshakeable opposition to re- 
trenchment anywhere and to any amount. That 
attitude in face of the existing circumstances, is 
nat a reasonable one. It is fair neither to the tax- 
payers nor to the members. It puts the members 
supporting the administration in position where 
they must choose between loyalty to the Govern- 
ment and loyalty to their constituents, With all 
respect to the Ministers, the private members are 
in better position than they are to know what are 
the conditions in town and country, and what 
will be the effect of continuing the policy of 
higher taxes, heavier debts and an annual deficit. 
They may be also better situated to judge what 
will be the political results if thet policy is ad- 
hered to in disregard of the fact that it is entirely 
possible to reduce the estimates to the amount of 
the probable revenue, to avoid a deficit, to keep 
clear of levying the new threatened taxes, and to 
save piling another million or more on the future 
burdens of the taxpayers. 

The Premier has emphatically declared against 
any reduction of the estimates, and on Tuesday 
expressedly reaffirmed the decision of the Minis. 
try to insist upon the spending program as 
brought down. The response of the Legislature 
was to clip $5,000 off the estimates at the same 
sitting, against all the Government could do to 
prevent. As the Ministers did not resign in con- 
sequence, it is to be supposed that they would not 
construe a further trimming of their plans as a 
demand that they quit office, Having tried the 
issne, and found that to modify an appropriation 
does not mean to overthrow the Government, U. 
F, A. members who are impressed with the neces. 
sity of putting economy into the budget may 
gather confidence to stand out for further re. 
trenchment. The Ministers, to put it plainly, 
made their bluff and it bas been called. The

estimates have been cut; and they have not resign- | 
ed or called a general election. } 

The Government supporters are thereby re- | 
lieved of the fear of precipitating a break-down 
and political chaos at an undesirable time if they 
insist upon a further curtailment of the expendi- 
ture. Despite the stubborn refusal of the Ministers 
to take counsel of the members, the Legislature 
now has the estimates in hand, with a precedent 
established for cutting out and cutting down 
what terms it does not approve of, and with small 
likelihood that the Province will be put to the 
expense and bother of an unnecessary and un- 
timely general election. The Legislature in effect 
has now become the ‘“‘ pruning committee,’’ and is | 
free to exercise its functions without regard to the | 
exploded myth that the Government might get 
peeved and resign if its program were interfered 
with. 


A SIX-DOLLAR COAL RATE. 


Can coal be hauled from Edmonton to Toronto 
for $6.00 a ton. If it can, there is a chance for the 
Edmonton domestic mines to do business in On- 
tario. If it can’t, the best they can hope for is 
spasmodic orders that will not add greatly to the 
volume of production. The present rate to Winni- 
peg is approximately $4.50 per ton. A favorable 
rate is given from the mines on the Coal branch 
to Rupert. The same per mile rate to Toronto 
would give $8.25 per ton instead of $12.70 as at 
present. That however, would still be too high 
to permit successful competition with Pennsyl- 
vania, Before the Senate committee of enquiry as 
to coal rates Sir Henry Thornton was very guard- 
ed in his statements as to what might be a pos- 
sible coal rate; and avoided suggesting any de- 
finite figure. 

On its face $6.00 a ton for a two thousand-mile 
haul is below a commercial rate. But it is a fact 
that under exceptional circumstances railways do 
haul at less than commercial rates, and are per- 
mitted to da so by both the Canadian and United 
States railway commissions. Almost universally 
the circumstances that are recognized as warrant- 
ing a rate below the recognized standard, are 
those in which outside competition has to be met 
-where the rail haul is only a part of the total 
through route. For instance if goods are shipped 
from London to Hong Kong by way of Montreal 
and Vancouver, in order to enable the road to get 
the business the rail rates are cut away down. 
This is a practice that is recognized as necessary 
ond as good»business, to meet exceptional cireum- 
stances. If the same principle were adopted in 
regard to coal rates from Alberta to Ontario it 
would be possible to get a $6.00 rate; but not 
otherwise. “ 

The only question is: Are the circumstances 80 
exceptional as to warrant so low a rate? The 
onswer depends largely.on the price and condi- 
tions of supply of Pennsylvania coal to Ontario. 
If Pennsylvania anthracite cannot ‘be supplied to 
Ontario for less than $12 a ton a $6.00 rate on 
Alberta domestic coal would enable it to com- 
pete. But if Pennsylvania anthracite can be sup- 
plied at say $10 a ton it is not likely that Al- 
herta domestic could compete, and therefore there 
would be no purpose in putting in the $6.00 rate. 

Of course no one suggests $6.00 per ton as a 
regular rate from Edmonton to Toronto. But it 
is suggested that during the early summer when 
rail traffic is light the railway might give a spe- 
cial rate that would cover actual cost of haul and 
would allow coal to be sent forward and _ stored 
until the demand of winter began. It is to be 
recalled that the grades on the Grand Trunk Pa- 
cific and National Transcontinental lines all the 
way from Edmonton to Cochrane are such as to 
admit of the haulage of a maximum load at a min- 
imum cost. If the anthracite mines of Pennsyl- 
vania are throwing the hooks into the household- 
ers of Ontario—as they appear to be doing—that

situation constitutes Alberta’s opportunity. It is 
to be hoped that nothing that can be done will 
fail of being done to seize the opportunity. 

In every particular Edmonton domestic coal is 
the equal or superior of anthracite for household 
use except that it is lower in carbon content and 
will not stand open storage as well as anthracite. 
Householders favor anthracite because it is clean 
to handle and burns without soot. Edmonton 
domestic is equally clean to handle and equally 
free from soot. Because of its high carbon and low 
volatile content anthracite is ideal for keeping 
up an intense heat during long periods. While a 
larger bulk of Edmonton domestic is required to 
give the same intense heat for the like period 
there is no difficulty in getting equal heat results 
from the domestic as from the anthracite. 

In Ontario the winter temperature is more 
changeable than in the prairie west. It is under 
conditions of rapid and extreme changes of tem- 
perature that Edmonton domestic is entirely su- 
perior to anthracite. Edmonton domestie ean be 
regulated to give any degree of heat that may he 
required while anthracite must be given consid- 
erable draft (and therefore the heat kept up) 
or it will go out. Lighting a fire of anthracite is | 
a tedious and troublesome and often disappoint- 
ing, process. Edmonton domestic can be lighted 
in a few minutes. Once it is lighted it will not go 
out although the draft be turned off completely, 
It will smoulder and the fire will spread slowly | 
until all the coal has become ignited, and it will | 
burn to ashes practically without flame. But if A | 
hot fire is wanted the turning on of the draft will | 
cause it to flame up strongly and quickly. The | 
less draft is.used in burning Edmonton domes- 
tie the better the economic results obtained. A 
slow fire generates the gas slowly and it burns as | 
it is generated. A strong draft causing a hot fire 
generates the gas quickly and earries it away 
without being completely burned. f 

Anthracite is not used in either the cook stove | 
or the grate. Edmonton domestic is good either | 
in cookstove or grate. In fact it can be said | 
without hesitation that it is the best cook stove | 
coal known. For use in open grates the,double | 
screened lump is an excellent substitute for Can- | 
nell coal. | 

Edmonton domestie coal is not anthracite, but | 
it is the equal of anthracite in some and its su- | 
perior in other important particulars. It is to be 
hoped that it will be given a try-out in Ontario 
under fair conditions, that will bring out its prac- 
cical value for houschold use.
